An  ACT  making  Alterations  in  the 

Treafury  and  War  Departments. 
T)'  it  enatled  by  the  Senate  and 
J  y  Hou'e  of  Reprejentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  slmoica,  in  Congrefs 
Ajpmbled,  That  there  be  an  Ac- 
countant to  the  department  of 
War,  who  (hall  be  charged 
with  the  fettlement  of  all  ac- 
counts relative  to  the  pay  of 
the  army,  the  fuhlftence  of 
officers,  bounti.  s  to  foldiers,  the 
exp.nfes  of  the  recruiting  fer- 
vice,  the  incidental  and  contin- 
gent expenfes  of  the  depart- 
ment; and  who  lliall  report 
from  time  to  time,  all  fuch  fet* 
tlements  as  ftiall  have  been 
made  by  him,  for  the  infpec- 
tionaod  revilion  of  the  account- 
ing officers  of  the  Treafury  ; 
anJ  the  fa  id  accountant  fhall 
alio  be  charged  with  the  fet;le- 
ment  of  all  claims  for  perfon- 
al  fervice  authorifed  by  the  act 
of  this  Congrtfs  of  the  Twen- 
ty-feventh  of  March  lalt,  and 
of  all  military  claims  lodged  fn 
the  late  oifice  of  the  Pay  mailer

States  (hgll disburfe  all  luch  mo- 
nies as  lha.l  have  been  prcv  - 
oully  ordered  for  the .  ule  of 
the  department  of  war  by  war- 
rants from  the  treasury  \  which 
disburfcn.ents  fhajl  be  made 
purfuant  to  warrants  from  the 
Secretary  at  War,  countcrfign- 
ed    In  the  ho  nuntarir. 

And  le  it  further  entitled.  That 
there  be  a  Pay  ma  if  to  reiide 
near  the  head  q-iarter-s  of  the 
troops  of  the  United  States. 
That  it  (hail  be  the  duty  of  the 
faid  paymafler,  to  receive  from 
the  treasurer  all  monies  which 
fhall  be  entrufted  to  bimfor  the 
purpole  of  paying  the  pay,  the 
arrears  of  pay,  fubhftence  or 
forraee,  due  to  the  troops  of 
the  United  States.

cles for  the  ule  of  the  depart- 
ment of  war,  be  made  by  or 
under  the  direct  iuii  <jt  the  irea* 
furv  depnrmenr.

nifter,  gave  oraeri  10  feize  the  prin- 
ter, the  Corregidor,  the  copies, 
and  the  buyers  ofthe  work. 

This  proceeding  rotifed  the  m- 
d  g:unt  people  ;  and  it  is  also  fta- 
tedih  t  the  ininillcr  paid  very  dear 
for  his  arbitrary  rafhirelb.
